‘“*‘Many of us no longer feel like 
accepting society's labels in that we're 
sick. We don’t feel sick. We rather feel 
that what we are doing is a quite 
naturalpart of human conduct as the 
human record shows and is part of 
brotherly love,” said Clark Taylor 
associate professor of 
anthropology. Tomorrow morning the 
homosexual freedom trial convenes. The 
suit was filed by the ASSSC last spring 
against the Board of Trustees, 
Sacramento State College, Otto Butz and 
Bernard Hyink, in an attempt to overrule 
Butz’s and Hyink’s decisions to deny 
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SSC student

Hyink was not available for cornment at 
press time. In a comment last spring, Otto 
Butz stated that recognition of the SHF 
might conceivably seem to endorse or 
promote “homosexual behavior” and that 
homosexual behavior is prosecutable as a 
felony 

According to the state penal code, it is 
not illegal to be a homosexual. It is illegal 
to perform any sexual act other than the 
stated missionary position, which 1s male 
on top--female below. 

According to Taylor, a homophile 
organization would not promote 
homosexual activity on campus any more 


than heterosexual activities are openly

The issue involved in the trial, the first 
amendment rights of freedom of 
assembly and speech, take a doubly 
important significance. This is in the 
effect it will have on the members of the 
organization and also in terms of the 
precedent this case could establish. For, 
as the legal brief for the prosecution 
states 
. .while today a liberal college 
administration denies the most hated of 
minorities, the same authority under 
which such discretion was exercisedmay 
tomorrow be used to deny recognition to 
other views that a majority might find 
unpopular or obnoxious. In an academic 
community such authority cannot go

Who is Mike Hackard”? That is the quest- 
ion on bumper stickers introducing Mike 
Hackard to northern California. He is a 
20-year-old Sacramento State College 
junior, majoring in social science and 
SSC’s representative in the upcoming 
gubernatorial race as a write-in candidate 
for governor 

“I’m looked upon as being crazy,” 
Hackard said 

The community at first is dubious of his 
campaign but he feels that once people 
hear his views and feelings, they'll change 
their minds 

Hackard’s candidacy is without formal 
party affiliation and he is happy about it 
At this point, he doesn’t feel he should be 
working within such a structure because 
he feels he would then become part of 
mainstream politics 

A self-described pacifist, Hackard’s plat- 
form is one that rejects violence. He is for 
non-violent civil disobedience, for 
example 

Financing for his campaign comes from 
people chipping in whatever they can in 
time and/or money 

Support comes from people he has been 
able to talk to, young and old alike. Five 
80-year-old women have promised to vote 
for him and talk about his campaign 
when they play bridge. Young people are 
helping with his campaign 

Hackard would also like to get a similar 
campaign going in southern California 
where another pacifist student would run 
for governor. At the moment he ts trying 
to cu-ordinate this effort as well as con 
duct his own campaign 

Future plans for Hackard may include 
running for thecitycouncilnext year. If he 
decides to run for that he said that he will 
probably work within the party system 
and have party affilation

unchecked. In a democratic society such 
authority cannot go unchecked.” 

Taylor continued, “The purpose of our 
club is to promote better understanding 
of us in the community so that people 
who have brothers and sisters mothers 
and fathers, boyfriends and girlfriends, 
and just friends in general who are facing 
homosexuality for the first time can 
come to have a loving understanding of 
one another. So that we don’t live in 
these superstitous kinds of things where 
the homosexual is a modern equivalent of 
the ancient witches and bogeymen.” 

The Society for Homosexual Freedom 
(SHF) applied for recognition as a 
campus organization last spring and was 
denied it. After denial, the ASSSC filed 
suit on behalf of the SHF. The tral has 
been scheduled and postponed 
several times since then. 

Since its formation as a club, it has 
included heterosexuals and homosexuals 
and Steve Whitmore was to be first 
president of the club. Whitmore, an 
avowed heterosexual and married, could 
not become president, though, because he 
already held the position of student body 
president. He was very active in helping 
organize it 
Homosexuality is not as uncommon as 
many people would believe. According to 
the Kinsey Report of 1948, 50% of the 
male population sampled had had 
homosexual experiences in the three 
years prior to the study. Also from that 
Kinsey report, one in 12 males is a 
homosexual and one in three is an 
occasional homosexual 
The trial is scheduled for Thursday 
morning, Oct. 8, at 10 a.m. in Superior 
Court, 8th and [ Sts., County 
Courthouse, Judge Gallagher presiding 
Considering the enormity of the 
situation, a show of support for either 
side is encouraged.

All week there have been advertisements 
spread all over Sacramento concerning a certain company stating that 
“they had the cure for your college studying blues.” The firm also said 
that they have the magic formula that enables you to read through all 
your books in one-fifth the time now spent. Like everything else in this 
country they charge you $225.00 for eight lessons. They say their 
program is something that everyone living ought to know about so he 
or she can better understand this world we live in. This in turn will help 
them to better their relationships with the people in it! 

What the ads say may well be some form of exaggeration, but when I 
went to the company’s free get acquainted offer, it was nothing like the 
ads said it would be. After sitting for a half-hour watching a glorified 
introduction movie that told how great the company 1s, a resume was 
presented to us by one of the salesmen The salesman explained all 
about the company’s product and inplied that it would make us all as 
smart as Albert Einstein! 

It is normal to expect over-zealous sales pitches on anything that’s for 
sale. | got sick when all the praising and great speeches ended because 
then it became a three-ring circus. Two men entered saying they had 
just heard of this fantastic deal. If these men were not a part of the 
program, I must be very ignorant. 

One man claimed to have enrolled in the school on three other 
occasions, but he needed a crash course because he'd forget. If you 
remember the ad, this course can bring you to superior standing in 
college, and the quiz kid who took the course three times simply 
forgets. 

The saleswoman told us times and places for the class sessions, and 
when no one wanted them she offered to make suitable hours for 
interested parties. There were no interested parties. At the end of the 
session the two men kept telling how glad they were to be able to get 
into the sessions 

There is an old joke that ends, “I may be crazy, but | am no fool.”’ I 
can truthfully claim that no one likes to be conned. That is just what 
this company does when they try to pass their product off as marvelous 
but have to bring in some employees to help promote it 

This is not where my story ends. My story begins here because going 
there and seeing what some people go through to earn a dollar, makes 
me stop and think: is this what I will have to go through? I know all of 
us have done dishonest things at times, but not all the time. I have 
stolen my share of goods as | am sure you have. I’m no moralist in any 
sense, but when you do dishonest things daily, they become a habit 
Our prisons are full of people who could not break their bad habits 

The worst part of this came to me later in a coffee shop and it was 
that this company wants to sell you something to help you read. This is 
a service urgently needed in our educational and business worlds. What 
would happen to our country if this service were given to the millions 
of students across the country who flunk out of every grade there is, 
simply because they are slow readers? 

People in society such as ours should not be denied access to any form 
of impetus that will enable them to learn. If this is done, no longer will 
we be able to say, “We are all equal,” but, “We are all equal, so long as 
you have money in your pockets!”

Talking about everybody's generation

We are. I am convinced, living in a most signifi it time, in terms of 
both our national epic and in the greater arena of human history And I 
think it imperative for every man and woman who uses his or her mind, 
who grapples with the problems around us, to pause and reflect on 
where we now find ourselves. The rising level of rhetoric from both the 
right and the left is creating a chasm in society, giving the illusion there 
is no inbetween stance which can be logically defended 

1 look around me and see radical conservatives and radical 
revolutionaries speaking with an air of steadfast certainty, a depository 
of pious truth, and this sends shivers up my spine it is as though both 
sides were acting on divine inspiration each having received a vision 
from heaven which has dispelled those little nagging doubts as to the 
righteousness of their cause. Thus, my purpose in writing this is to 
make the attempt to interject some sense of doubt back into those 
minds whose owners seem to be so fervent in their convictions 

I believe that without an appreciation of the paradoxical nature of 
life, without an understanding that “good” and “bad” are hopelessly 
intertwined in each other, one is ultimately doomed to failure by his 
own pride, what the ancients termed as man’s hubris. Also, I deal here 
mainly with the left, the radical liberal and/or the revolutionary, not 
because I’m a conservative or a moderate, but because | recognize that 
the right or conservative wing is 4 major barrier to the road of national 
recovery. Because conservatism presently holds the seats of political 
power and influence, the possibility of adopting policies which might 
correct those institutions in need of reform and create a national 
atmosphere emphasizing the individual as a unique unit of worth rather 
than as a cog is a most unlikely one in the forseeable future 

Thus. | look at the left as being where the action 1s, of offering hope 
and an alternative to the stagnant right. But at the same time I am 
alarmed at the direction many of those in this group are taking. The left 
is increasingly divorcing itself from the fundamental prerequisite of any 
social movement. equating means to ends, of choosing those policies 
and modes of conduct which may reasonably be expected to carry the 
group to the realization of its stated goals In so doing they are falling 
into the same bag, the same hang-ups, as those who they are 
determined to oust from their political positions. Let me illustrate this 
point. | think we can agree that actions and policies which take human 
life or will inevitably lead to loss of life are finalistic or absolute in 
nature. Now the new left has made clear its rejection of such policies 
The protests against the Vietman War are essentially saying that the 
killing of Vietnamese cannot be justified by the goal of containing

Another issue of the movement, symbolized by the ban tie bomb 
insignia, rejects the claim that the pursuit of freedom and democracy 
justifies our government to place ail of mankind under the potential 
threat of neclear oblivion. The left, then, is challenging the established 
powers on the grounds they are immoral, have usurped public authority 
and become oppresive, and its method of conduct reaches into the 
barbaric 

But now it seems as though the movement is poised and about to 
commit the same blunder which has rendered the story of man we call 
history, a shambles. Arson, bombing, and political assassination erases 
the mora! line which once separated the two camps, and the reformer 
digs himself a hole down to the level of his foe. Because the overdog 
possesses power he is able to inflict harassment and punishment onto 
his adversary. Frustrations rise as idealistic fervor diminishes. First, the 
seed of bitterness is sown and is watered by the indignant righteousness 
of the reformers cause; then the bramble of hate exhibits its thorns and 
the trap is closed. The group is now ready to adopt absolute tactics to 
achieve his goals, for he now knows his foe is a devil and is dishonest 
and must be met on his own grounds. But in a country with the means 
to widely distribute written, verbal, and visual protest and argument 
revolution is the easy road—a substitute for hard inglorious work and 
grassroots activities 

To avoid such a fate, one must accept the fact that he or she, as do we 
all, has greed, that we can all lie and rationalize biack into white, and 
that to contain these and other undesirable charactenstics requires a life 
long effort. Once this is accepted a person loses his arrogance and gains 
compassion. He knows the righteous and the unrighteous do not stand 
in identifiable groups but are mingled together in one mass I cannot 
hate a Richard Nixon or a Spiro Agnew or a George Wallace, for there 
have been too many men throughout history like them for tneir 
appearance on the scene now to be an accident. They are what we all 
could potentially be. To eliminate such men you don't shoot them or 
put them behind bars. Only a revolution of the spirit, rather than of the 
gun, can ever hope to bring about a lasting change in the affairs of 
social man 

A new order ushered in on wings of blood and death can hardly be 
expected to nurture a climate of trust and brotherly love. The Love 
Generation we are not. We are failing the next generation by not 
passing on the good word of love, and thereby allowing them the 
opportunity of leading really human lives

Last spring, I wrote an article for 
the Hornet in which I announced 
that | am a homosexual and 
proposed to write two additional 


articles on the subject. As with 
the first articie, the facts 
presented are given from the 


viewpoint of a humanistic 
naturalistic who only wishes to 
record in an unbiased manner 
what human beings actually do 
The subjective feelings and 
interpretations of these facts are 
not those of any particular group 


of homosexuals, or 
organization they are simply my 
own. My hope in writing the 
article is to increase our mutual 
human loving kindness. This, ! 
feel, occurs as we replace our 
fantasies, conjectures and 


prejudgments with mutual respect 
and understanding. Since even the 
suspicion that a person is a 
homosexual has been and still 
often is considered sufficient 
grounds for destroying a person's 
career, beating him, depriving him 


of his livelihood, etc., I feel that 
writing this article is a serous 
personal risk. However, the 


enormity of the socially inflicted 


misery associated with 
homosexuality which presently 
exists in our cultural climate 


compels me to take this risk 

I used the phrase “enormity of 
socially inflicted misery” both in 
a qualitative and in a quantitative 
sense, for not only is the 
treatment ai men who make love 
together staggeristgfy severe, but 
also the number of men who live 
in danger of being treated this 
way is enormous. How enormous 
we can only guess from Kinsey 
statistics of 1948—a time when 
people were certainly much more 
sexually conservative (at least in 
talking about it) than they are 
today. Of Kinsey's adult sample, 
one out of every two men had 
some sort of homosexual 
experience with the three years 
previous to the study. These 
consisted of homosexual fantasies, 
daydreams, offers to go to bed, 
and sometimes sex. One out of 
fevery three men had sex with men 
occasionally, but had sex with 
women moe often. One out of 
every six had sex as often with 
men as with wornen. One out of 
every thirteen was exclusively 
homosexual. So, what | am 
writing about may just possibly 
concern the behavior of HALF of 
the male population on this 
campus, in the administration, on 
the streets, etc. After all, 
subsequent checks of the Kinsey 
statistics indicated that they were 
probably five percent too LOW. 
The people Hyink is afraid might 
come here are here already and 
always hive been! 

In every state of the Union, 
except for Illinois (and 
possioly Texas) homosexual acts 
are legally defined as unspeakable 
crimes against nature, of 
unnatural acts, etc, A survey in the 
Eastern States reported in “The 
Advocate” (an underground paper 
concerning homosexuality)

showed that the act of 
homosexual sodomy was rated by 
the population studied as second 
only to murder in seriousness. As 
an anthropologist, I must point 
out that homosexuality 
throughout the animal 
(see Ford and Beech) 
up tthe scale of 
kingdom one looks 
elaborate this behavior 
Babo have homosexual 
orgies—just as we humans do and 
have throughout our recorded 
history. Some gorilla males 
exhibit pair bonding (you know 
more or less form sexually 
monogamous relations.) Some of 
our ape brothers kiss, hold hands 
caress, have sex, etc. just as we 
human brothers sometimes do 
Among humans, in some cultures 
(for example, the Siwani of 
Africa) a man is considered 
abnormal if he does not have both 
male and female lovers at the 
same time. It is reported that in 
the case of Siwani, the mcn spend 
a great deal of time and 
enjoyment talking about 
comparing, praising and bragging 
about their lovers of both sexes. A 
cross-cultural comparison states 
that homosexuality (particularly 
non-exclusive homosexuality) is 
generally accepted throughout the 
human species as normal behavior 
and often praised. It further states 
that there is almost no culture on 
earth which condemns 
homosexuality the way that our's 
does 

Last spring an organization of 
college age homosexuals presented 
a petition to the United Nations 


occurs 
kingdom 
The higher

oppression. It has been referred to 
the commissicn on minority 
group persecution—a symbolic 


step, but, of course, not one likely 
to help us much 

A few points on the history of 
Western homoerotophobia (the 
feav of men making love with one 
another) would prove helpful at 
this point 

Every culture has taboos, but, of 
course, the taboos differ from 
culture to culture. Homosexuality 
was accepted and often praised 


throughout the ancient world 
Until the end of the Egyptian 
captivity, homosexuality was a 


quz tionable, but acceptable 
pract.ce among the Jews. After 
the Eyyptian captivity, the Jews 
underwent a period of increased 
nationalism, in which, among 
other things, they changed certain 
values and attitudes, thus setting 
themselves apart more from their 
neighbors. Attitudes toward 
homosexuality became more 
negative. However, it was not 
until the third and fourth century 
of Christianity that the 
Judeo-Christian tradition 
developed homoerotophobia to 
the degree of a serious taboo. The 
Emperor Justinian wrote that 
homosexuality caused 
earthquakes and thus must be 
punished by death. Church fathers 
in the following three centures 
proclaimed homosexualiy @ 
totally unforgiveable in the eyes 
of God (by 1949, when I was 13 
years old, this viewpoint had 
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changed somewhat. | was told in 


the confessional that I would 
never be forgiven by God until 
every boy I had sex with forgave 


me. Being very gullible at that age 
1 believed him 

Oh, the tears, prayers, self-hatred 
that interpreter of the Gospel of 
“brotherly caused me' By 
the eighth century, homosexuality 
was proclaimed treasonous and 4 


love”

pestilence The general 
punishmeat was cutting off our 
heads of burning us alive (1 


remember how shocked | was four 
years ago when I learned that my 
dear fnend of years had 
been attacked by two policemen 
as he came out of a gay bar in 
New York City. They beat him 
and dumped his body at his 
apartment where he was found by 
his lover. My friend died during 
the night. I read about three more 
police murders of gays last year 
One was a black transvestite who 
was shot in the back. The police 
officer who shot himm there 
were two officers on the scene 


some 


indicated that the drag queen 
scared him.) 
By the nineteenth century, 


things began to “improve.”’ In my 
opinion, Freud’s greatest 
contribution to Western Man was 
not the substance of his 
psychoanalytic theory, but rather 
the translation of sin into 
neurosis. If you want to read 
some really funny and extremely 
tragic psychiatric mumbo-4yumbo, 
look at what the shrinks were 
writing about us fifty years ago, as 
well as today in some instances 

At any rate, we changed from 
criminal sinners into criminal 
psychopaths, so far as the taboo 
system is conerned. (A few years 
ago, I heard over the news, that 
ex-police chief Parker of Los 
Angeles told a police convention 
that homosexuals are a thr to 
the public safety, because they 
jump out of windows and fall on 
innocent passers-by. His audience 
found this very funny, according 
to the report, but I most certainly 
did not.) Now in the state of 
California, a man who is caught 
making love with another man can 


be placed in a mental hospital 
without trial until he is 
“cured” that is, until he admits 


or believes that he was mentally 
ill, He is then tried. There is a case 
in process at this very time of a 
man who has been in a mental 
prison for thirteen years because 
he resoluiciy refuses to believe 
that loving with a consenting 
partner is wrong. The details can 
be found in the spring issues of 
“*The Advocate.” In addition, 
homosexuals who are convicted 
are forced to carry cards saying 
they are sexual peychopaths. They 
must register with the police in 
everyplace they live and show the 
cards to 


prospective employers 


As well, many dozens of times 
homosexual friends and 
acquaintances have told me how 
their parents rushed them to a 
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psychiatrist, or tried to have them 
committed against their will. How 
often I've personally had io go 
through the humiliating, painful 
experience of being shunned or 
listening to myself (as a 
homosexual) described on TV, or 
in the college classroom by 
professors whose fantasies about 
homosexuality are as ridiculous 
and horrifying as a Dracula movie 


How many thousands of 
dehumanizing, degrading jokes 
about what for me is one of the 
deepest and most esthetic 
experiences of my life, have I had

to listen to; and how many times 
have I felt sick with myself for 
laughing at those jokes for fear of 
discovery and the misery that it 
sometimes entails. The closest 
comparison to what | am 
describing is the experience that 
the Biack has who passes for 
white in Alabama. I've listened in 
stunned, frightened, and outraged 
silence to people describing the 
““queers” at work, down the 
block, etc. (Instead of waiting like 
a Jew in Nazi Germany to be 
discovered, | now wear my 
personal “Star of David” openly

WASHINGTON (AP) - The blue 
collar middle American voter, 
long thought to be locked in the 
embrace of the Democrats his 
father voted for, is regarded by 
Republican strategists as the key 


to success in this year's 
elections-and perhaps many 
beyond them 

For in the wooing of this 


mortgage-owning, law-abiding 
workingman, GOP leaders see a 
chance to break the Democratic 
status as the majority party and to 
usher in a long Republican reign 

They have met with successes 
here and there but the extent of 
any conservative shift is far from 
certain as Democrats

And the 
rush to the countryside races on, 
figures in the 1970 census shows 
This exodus has been 
accompanied by significant 
changes in the racial population 
pattern, Whites moving into the 
suburbs are being replaced by 
blacks in the inner cities 
Organized labor estimates more 
than half its members now live in 
the suburbs More than 75 per 
cent of those under 40 have 
moved out from the cities,
